“answer to that is that the German of today 
and those he knew over here when he came 
away twenty or more years ago are alto- 
gether different, owing to their having: 
grown up under nation-wide and constant 
teachings of the, terrible and unholy phil- 
Osophy of Neitzsche. This doctrine, as has 

. been explained in these columns, is.in brief 
that might of necessity is right and the end 
justifies the means—any means, no matter 
how diabolical. ' 

This doctrine has’ been taught there in 
the public schools and generally, by a 
crafty and evil-minded Prussian milliter. 
istic autocracy, for exactly the purpose it is 
now serving. Thus the German boy who 
grew to manhood under that teaching could 
not and ‘did not know, and does not know 
today—hence our quotation of Christ’s
